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Continuation of 1 1 . With regard to applicant's argument that Liu does not include the feature of "each beacon including neighboring beacon 
information pertaining to beacon transmission times of neighboring communication stations", the examiner respectfully disagrees. One of 
Liu's main objectives is disclosed within the abstract, where Liu states, "A beacon packet transmission rate of a network node or the interval 
between successive beacon packet transmissions by that node is adjusted by the present invention to facilitate cluster formation 
independent of network size and varying initial start times of network nodes." In addition, Liu teaches that the beacon includes a 
neighboring status packet that relates to status packet transmission times (column 8 lines 28-59), which reads upon the limitation of "each 
beacon including neighboring beacon information pertaining to beacon transmission times of neighboring communication stations" because 
the transmission times of the packets are included in the beacon for other neighboring nodes to be aware of. Moreover, Liu discloses that 
this feature is advantageous in order to avoid/reduce collisions (i.e. due to hidden terminals) (column 21 line 61 - column 22 line 1 9). 
As a result, the claims are written such that they read upon the cited references.
